Approximately twenty stu- 
dents helped him in the 
endeavour, going from door to 
door in the residences asking 
for pop and beer bottles. 

Students on campus ai-e 
generally more supportive 
than those off campus, but the 
general consensus appears to 
be that the three charged have 
been given a "bum rap." 
Several stags and stagettes 
have been held over the past 
few years in the Sudbury area 
without any trouble. 

The stagette victims, how- 
ever, will need more than just 
student solidarity to help them 
through these next few 
months. Their court date has 
been moved to April 27th.

The Students' General As- 
sociation meeting on Feb. 23 
commenced with the Year- 
book Committee Report, Tanrs 
McLeod, Co-editor, attended 
the meeting and discussed the 
present status of the yearbook, 

McLeod stated that the under- 
graduate section of the year- 
book is completed. The year- 
book committee will be re- 
ceiving a total of $3,820 in 
advertising sales, and so far 
the committee has received 
$3,000. The total projected

cost of the yearbook is $13,900 
and the books will be dis- 
tributed by the end of the 
school year. 

Following the Yearbook Re- 
port was the OFS Report, Barb 
Taylor, Chairperson of the 

Ontario Federation of Stu- 
dents, attended the council 
meeting to discuss the Federal 
Government's recent tuition 
and funding announcement, 
and details on the student's 
demonstration week slated for 
the second week in March. 
Taylor began by stating that 



there will be a 12.2% rise in 
tutions at all Ontario Univer- 
sities, There will be a 10% 
increase in discretionary fees 
at most universities next year 
but, fortunately, Laurentian 
students will not be affected 
by this 10% increase. 

Tuition fees for new inter- 
national students will increase 
to as much as $4,400 next year. 
International students who 
intend to return to Ontario 
Universities next year won't be 
hit as hard as hew inter- 
national students.

TORONTO [CUP] - There 
was a special suprise in 
store for international students 
when the Ontario education 
ministry announced its annual 
funding levels for the pro- 
vince's universities February 
18. 

Differential fees, charged 
to international students stu- 
dying at Ontario institutions, 
will roughly double in te 
1982-83 academic year 

The ministry's funding an- 



nouncements said inter- 
national students beginning 
school in the province next 
year will be expected to pay 
anywhere from $2,700 to 
$4,400, depending on which 
program they take. For most, 
the new fees will represent 
increases between $yju to 
$2,600, 

The news was little better 
for Canadian students. The 
ministry will increaswe opera- 
ting grants for Ontario's uni- 
versities bv 12.2 per cent. 



although the Ontario Council 
on University Affairs had 
recommended that a 14.4 per 
cent funding increase be 
granted. 

University tuition in the 
province has been given the 
green light for a 12.2 per cent 
climb next fall, and univer- 
sities may keep the discretion 
they were given last year to 
add further tuition increases 
that could run up to an 
additional 10 per cent. 



Third Roundtable On Taxes Lively 



On February 24, 1982, the 
third Round Table discussion 
was held in the Student 
Lounge of the University of 
Sudbury, co-sponsored by the 
Institute of Career Education 
and the" Institute for Research 
on Contemporary Interpret- 
ations of Man. The topic: 
"Local TaxesAre Too High — 
Are There Solutions?" Particip- 
ants in the debate were Ernie 
Checkeris, Public School Trus- 
tee, Ms. Diana Marleau, Chair- 
man of the Region's Finance 
Committee, and John De 
Diana, representing the newly 
formed citizens' group People 
against Climbing Taxes. 

(PACT) 

The discussion was lively 
and informative and provided 
a rational and critical eval- 
uation of the problem. Check

a rational and critical eval- 
uation of the problem. Check- 
eris, with the assistance of 
Grant Bogee of the Sudbury 
Board of Education, attempted 
to justify the Board's rather 
large allocation of the tax- 
payers dollar. De Diane out- 
lined the raison d'etre of PACT 
as wel I as providing some 
insightful comments on the 
nature of Government beaur- 
aucracy, Marleau suprised ma- 
ny in the large audience by 
siding in principle with Mr. De 
Diana and the objectives 
esposed by PACT. She blamed 
the present financial situation 
of the city on a host of evils 
ranging from the Provincial 
Government to the Sudbury 
Board of Education, 

Checkeris provided a rather 
good argument for the main- 
tenance of public school 
funding at its present level, an 



arguement that would be very 
acceptable to most parents of 
school age children or those 
presently involved in the 
school system. Simply stated, 
he maintained that education 
is a valuable resource and one 
that should not be subject to 
substantial cutbacks in order 
to maintain society's present 
high standards, Checkeris also 
stated that the Sudbury Board 
had incurred a 9 million dollar 
loss in Provincial funding 

since 1975, and if this drop in 
revenue had not occurred, 
local school taxes would act- 
ually be lower now than a 
decade ago. 

In the debate that followed, 
the Public School trustee was 
very much the third man out, 
as Marleau and De Diana took 
turns lambasting the current 
trend to overspending. The 
province was accused of "su- 



The Federal Government 
stated that one reason for the 
cutbacks in funding the Uni- 
versities and Colleges is be- 
cause in past years, the 
provinces have been diverting 
some of the federal money 
into services other than edu- 
cation. Bette Stephenson, 
Minister of Education in On- 
tario, stated that provincial 
grants may be withdrawn next 
year, Stephenson said that 
student aid will cover the 
increases in tuitions. Taylor 
attacked Stephenson's remarks 
by stating that "When tuitions 
increased in the past, OSAP 
never covered the increases," 

Taylor stated that the 2nd 
week in March is slated as 
Student Protest Week. Several 
Universities and Colleges will 
be holding demonstrations 
and post secondary con- 
ferences attacking the federal 

and provincial governments' 
actions. March 11th is slated 
as the boycott day. 

Taylor stated that the aim 
of the week of action is to 
"Gain community support, 
gain media attention, and to 
involve as many students as 
possible. The main goal is to 
put pressure on the provincial 
and federal Governments," 
ft The Laurentian Fund Re- 
port was the next topic of 
discussion at the council 
meeting. Dave Bronicheski 



gave a list of proposals for the 
Laurentian Fund. Full time 
students would pay an extra 
$20 towards the Laurentian 
Fund — the funds are to be 
collected 'til the school year of 
1985-86 — a management 
committee made up of student 
representation would be set up 
for the Campus Centre, and 
the money will be held in trust 
until sufficent funds are 
raised. Bill Scott stated that 
"Students are invited to ask 

questions or voice opinions on 
the Laurentian Fund Campaign 
on March 9th in room C-309," 



Bill Scott went on to 
discuss details of this year's 
SGA elections. Nominations 
wilt open on March 3rd and 
will close on March 12th. 
Voting will be held on Tues- 
day, March 23rd, and Thurs- 
day, March 25th. 

Nancy Weisbrod, SGA Vice 
President, stated that "The 
students who intend to return 
to Laurentian University next 
year are advised to keep this 
year's Student ID cards, be- 
cause, next year, stickers will 
be placed on the changes that 
have to be made on the 
1981-82 ID cards. New pic- 
tures will be taken for the 1st 
year students next year, and if 
anyone loses their student 
card, they will have to pay $5. 
for a retake next year.'D 



ckering in" municipalities, ha- 
ving them proceed with high 
cost pro( rams, and then re- 
ducing provincial funding on- 
ce the project had gone past 
the point of no return. 

Region-bashing was extre- 
mely popular with Marleau 
and De Diana isolating Re- 
gional government as one of 
the major causes of high local 
taxes. The topic led to some 
humourous observations, Ma- 
rleau stated that the variou: 
departments within the city 
and the region spend half their 
time writing letters to each 
other, Mr. De Diana described 
regional government as a 
"huge make-work project," 
Commenting on possible mid- 
dle management cutback, a 
major plank in PACT'S infant 



platform, De Diana crypticly 
asked, "Have you ever tried to 
fire a government lately?" 

In his opening address De 
Diana referred to local polit- 
icians and stated'TACT is not 
your adversary — but your 
assistant." It is the organiz- 
ation's aim to demonstrate 
that the majority of the people 
— the electorate — want 
cut-backs, there-by making it 
politically possible to implem- 
ent fiscal restraint. Diane 
Marleau essentially echoed 
the same sentiment, noting 
that politicians are sensitive to 
the human outcry when an 
arena is closed or services 
reduced. What is needed is a 
human outcry calling for 
cutbacks and restiaint. Alder-

Where is the Pub Agreement? 

More than six months ago - over half a year - the students lost control of the 
Voyageur Pub. The so-called Pub Agreement ended, leaving it up to your elected 
student leaders to hammer out a new one. 

So where is it? Nowhere, to be exact. 

The Pub Agreement was a contract of sorts, between the University and the 
Students' General Association- It was worded, from the students' view, fairly 
weakly. Students could, at best, advise on Pub Policy, One section, however, was 
not so weakly worded. 

In brief, this section stated that all losses, or profits, up to certain given 
figures were the responsibility of the SGA. That should interest you: if the Pub 
makes money, the SGA makes money. 

This year, of course, the focus of the students has fallen largely on the loss side 
of the section. Last year the Pub lost some $35,000, though half of that went to 
renovations.The other half was directly the fault of the University,despite its 
attempts to wriggle out of it, calling it a "computer error." The Pub Agreement 
provided a regular and sizable monthly fee, for administrative costs, to the 
University. This was to be paid for out of the profits of the Pub. The University is 
now witting to ''carry" the loss — that is, to let your future nvenues pay for it. 

Your student leaders, however, are not up to the task of straightening things 
out. In fact, they are ignoring it. In fact, Bill Scott, President of the SGA, wants to 

give up the Pub altogether! 

Scott told me, in front of witnesses, that even if he got a Pub Agreement to 
sign, he wouldn't sign it. He claimed it would give the students no real power over 
the Pub, so why he should bother signing it escapes him. 

It may indeed be that students can only "advise" the University about 
policies in the Pub, but students can also make enough noise that the University 
will listen, enough noise that the Pub will be run effectively, enough noise that 

the Pub will make money. 

And where does that money go? To the SGA. To you. 

When the SGA executive took office last fall, the Pub situation should have lit 
a fube tu a slick of dynamite. If all else failed, and it apparently has, legal action 
(the public relations stick of dynamite) would have gotten a constructive 
response. But the University is pretty fair at guaging their opponents. They looked 
Bill Scott's administration dead in the eye and saw no stick of dynamite; they saw 
a lady finger firecracker with wet powder. 

I have, as it were, an equity in the Pub. I've been drinking there since mixed 
drinks were$0.80 a shot I've paid my dues over the years to successive SGA 
councils. But no matter how good or bad the councils were, they never once lost 
their grip on the Voyageur Pub. That this council, that an elected student 
President, should even consider the idea is a new low in student history. It almost 
makes me glad to say that this is the last of my years at Laurentian.D

On January 21, the Lauren- 
tian Senate passed a resolution 
expressing"concern about the 
reported violations of aca- 
demic freedom ... in Ploand 
and Chile." Andrez Mrozewski 
told Laurentian Caxette that 
"We have the privilege to live 
in a country where freedom' 
and human rights are respect- 
ed." 

The Ronald Reagan double 

standard for human rights 
seems to have its proponenets 
at Laurentian University. As 
chief librarian, Mr. Mrozewski 
is probably aware the 
RCMP questioned members of 
his staff regarding the visit by 
a German Democratic Re- 
public diplomat to this cam- 
pus in 19B2. One of the more 
revealing comments by the 
police -during this inquiry 
came when a library employee 
was questionned about the 
diplomat's hour long visit to 
the Phys. Ed. department and 
suggested that they ask a 
certain Phys. Ed. faculty mem- 
berr what transpired. The 
response was that the faculty 
member in question was "un- 
cooperative." 

RCMP investigation and 

categorization of university 
employees and students was, 
back in the democratic sixties, 
considered to be an in- 
fringement of academic free- 
dom. In June, 1962, the 
Canadian Association of Uni- 
versity Professors, CAUT, ad- 
vised its members not to 
answer RCMP questions re- 
garding students or collegues. 
In 1963 CAUT considered the 
problem serious enough to 
send professors Bora Laskin 
and J.H. Stewart Reide to meet 
with the Prime Minister.

Feb., 1982, like most of the 
reporting on Poland, tells only 
part of the story. The "and 
Chile" was an amendment 
sponsored by Opponents of 
the original Poland motion. 
Many doubted the sincerity of 
Laurentian's sudden incursion 
into the field of human rights, 
and the choice of Chile puts 
Laurentian almost a decade 

behind the coup. 

Chile is also a good choice 
because (like the current US 
sponsored bloodbath in El 
Salvador! it cannot be equat- 
ed with events in Poland 
except in a very abstract 
conception of martial law. 
Otherwise, El Salvador must 
be a democracy because it is, 
after all, holding "elections."
